Fruit Workers Ask Increase— 

Organized workers, who are af- 
filiated with American Federation 
of Labor in the dried fruit and nut 
industry of California seek an 
hourly increase in wages of approx- 
imately 20 per cent in agreement 
submitted the other day to packing 
plant executives in the Santa Clara 
district, the largest producing area 
in the state. 

The proposed contract was pre- 
sented on behalf of the San Jose 
dried fruit and nut packers’ union, 
Earl Backer, secretary of the local, 
announced, Oakland and Fresno lo- 
eals will negotiate for similar terms 
on a state-wide basts. 


Increase in the hourly pay from 
52 to 63 cents for men and from 42 
to 53 cents for women is asked. 

In addition the unions want an 
eigh-hour day, forty-eight hour 
week in the rush season, reduced to 
forty-four hours during the slack.

INCREASE MONTH 
QF FEBRUARY 


Payments under the old-: 
insurance plan of the social se 
curitv act amounting to 42° 
1978.94 were made to 759 Ca 


fornia workers or their estat 
during February, John A. Stellern 
Oakland manager of the social 
curity board, said today. 

The average California payme 
was $38.18 as compared with th 
national average of $34.69. 

Stellern explained that these pay 
ments are lump-sum settlement: 
made by the federal government 
with workers covered by the oid 
age insurance program who are 
now reaching age 65 or with the 
estates of workers who die. He em 
phasized that these settlement 
should not be confused with pay

under the public assistance pro- 
gram of the social security act. 

“The major purpose of the old 
age insurance system,” Stellern 
said, “is to provide an assured 
monthly income at age 65 to work- 
ers covered by the plan. If, how 
ever, any worker dies before attain 
ing age 65, his estate will receive a 
settlement computed at 3 per cent 
of wages earned at covered occu- 
pations since the plan became ef- 
fective on January 1, 1937.” 

Settlements with workers attain 
ing age 65 this year are computed 
on the same basis, 

Stellern pointed to a sharp up- 
turn in number of claims settled 
since December 1 and also an in- 
crease in average payment to each 
claimant, February claims paid in 
California averaged $38.18 as com 
pared with $32.20 in January and 
$27.64 in December. 


The national disbursement for 
these claims amounted to $565,159 
in February and was made to 16,294 
claimants. This raised the total pay- 
ments under the old age insurance 
system to $2,588,366.57.

A. F. of L. workers at Crockett, 
jinfuriated by weeks of idleness im- 
|posed upon them when minority 
members of the CIO tied up the 
California Hawaiian sugar plant 
drove CIO pickets to flight after a 
wild street battle which lasted sev- 
eral hours Wednesday. 

The A. F. of L. workers, desperate 
after several weeks of idleness, 
charged down on the CIO pickets 
and ran them back to CIO head- 
quarters. 

Thirteen hundred A. F. of L. 
workers with agreements ‘vith the 
sugar plant, insist they will reopen 
the plant regardless of the strike 
of the minority group, numbering 
less than 100, 

A. F. of L. officials issued a state- 
ment after charging the CIO pick- 
ets. They said: 

“We're going to keep our own 
men on the picket line now, and 
we're going to open this plant as 
soon as possible. We're going to 
have peace and work, from now 
on!” 

Several workers were injured in 
the battle but none seriously.

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Judge Todd Makes Broad Ruling in 
Picketing Case 


Wednesday, Judge Hugh C. Todd of the King county 
superior court, rendered a decision in what is believed to be the 
first case in the United States where a court has permitted 
picketing of an establishment with no employes, an establish- 
ment operated by partners. 

The Stewart shoe repair shop had a union shop agreement 
with Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union, No. 437, expiring October 
1, 1937. Otto Weik, the owner, refused to sign a new agree- 
ment and the Seattle Labor Council placed the shop on its unfair 
list, November 16, 1937. The union had one member employed, 
who withdrew from the union and went into partnership with 
Weik. 

In the court action the partners contended that there was no 
labor dispute because no employes were involved. The court 
found from the evidence that partners were working from 10 to 
14 hours a day, and the former member of the union received 
between $12.50 and $15.00 per week, which was less than one- 
half of wages paid union members for an 8-hour day. 

In holding that there was a labor dispute, the court traced 
the history of the organized labor movement in this country. 
Beginning with low wages and long hours, which breed dissatis- 
faction among the labor classes with their government, the 
unions have decreased the hours and raised the wages toa point 
where there is no discontent among the masses of the population. 

The court held that the partnership agreement was a subter- 
fuge to accomplish what the union termed as a “sweatshop 
condition.

_ Government Interference With Banking 


The organized bankers of the United States are loud and 
persistent protesters against “government interference with 
the allegedly inherent right of banks and other financial agencies 
to lend money to business men, for whom bank credit is neces- 
sary under our system of production and distribution. The bank- 
ers are especially voluble at the present time because of the 
increased demand for government credit from small business 
men in order that the business recession may be checked and the 
wheels of industrial progress accelerated. nn 

The development of “government interference with bank- 
ing ever since the depression began in 1929 has been the invitable 
corollary to the unquestioned failure of bankers to provide ade- 
quate credit for many classes of business men, from the railroad 
industry down the line to private industry in. general. This truth 
is exemplified by President Roosevelt’s action in setting up a 
committee headed by Secretary of the Treasurer Morgenthau 
to make a thorough study of the question of providing credit 
relief for small business men who, from the point of numbers, 


are the largest group in our industrial and commercial life. The | 


president decided to appoint the committee after reading a 
digest of the proceedings of the small business men’s conference 
recently held in Washington and letters received by the white 
house and the department of commerce following the conference. 
The complaints voiced in the conference and in the correspon- 
dence almost universally cited the lact of adequate credit provid- 
ed by bankers. 

It was charged that banks demanded too large collateral as 
security for loans and that too limited provisions are made by 
bankers for loans against warehouse receipts, inventories, orders 
in hand, accounts receivable, machinery, equipment, buildings 
and other real estate. 

Small retail dealers especially emphasized refusal of the 
banks to provide them with working capital to clear up past in- 
debtedness and pay accumulated taxes, with the fear expressed 
that if loans were not obtained in the near future they would be 
obliged to liquidate their funds for future operations. 

Small companies also emphasized their inability to secure from 
the bankers funds for the installation of new machinery and 
plant expansion. It was also charged that in many instances, due 
to the inability to obtain banking accommodations many con- 
cerns were forced to go to small loan companies and pay them 
extortionate interest. 

Observers believe that the president will request congress to 
make legislative provision for extending credit relief to small 
business men, and that congress will enact the legislation. 

This new government “interference” with banking will be 
brought about not because the government desires to enlarge its 
money lending activities but because of the failure of our bankers 
to provide necessary credit to a considerable portion of our 
business men. Under such a condition loans by the government 
seem to be absolutely necessary. 


Playing With Fire 


President Joseph Curran of the C. I. O. national maritime 
union told a senate investigating committee he is not a com- 
munist. But he added: 

“The communists have done more for the workers of the 
industries of the country than any of the so-called and self- 
appointed liberal agencies existent to date.” 

Curran’s admission that his union did not “inquire into the 
political beliefs” of its officers shows at least that the union is 
playing with fire. 

Communist officers and members do not have the interests of 
any union at heart. They do not fight the battles of the union 
man, Their one consuming purpose is furthering the edicts of 
the Third Internationale. They use unions as a means to that 
end. And the union that places them in positions of authority is 
inviting its own destructon.—From the Sacramento (Calif) Bee.

WIN SHORTER HOURS 


New York Photo-Engravers’ Un- 
ion No. 1, carrying on its program 
to equalize working conditions 
among its members, has reached 
an agreement with the employing 
gravure printers of New York city 
and vicinity providing a thirty-five 
hour, five-day work week for day 
workers, and a thirty-four and one- 
half hour five-night week during 
1938, and a thirty-five hour five- 
day week for day workers and a 
| thirty-three and three-quarter hour 
five night week for night workers 
during 1939, with a minimum wage 
of $63 for day workers and $73 for 
night workers. 

Edward White, president of the 
union, said that the agreement “af- 
fects approximately 300 gravure 
workers, adding that number to 
1400 photo-engravers who are work- 
ing under the same conditions as 
to hours and wages.”

jing last Monday night, N. D. Alper, 
| executive secretary of the tax relief 
j association of California, sponsors 
jof the Ralston amendment, spoke 
jon the importance of this measure 
jto men and women who work, He 
| pointed out the iniquity of the sales 
x which bears harshly on those 
t able to pay and which his or- 

‘nization has been working since 
1933 to repeal. 

Business cannot pay taxes,” the 
peaker declared. “We kid our- 
ves when we think such taxes do 

{ blow back in our face. All taxes 

ied on the products of labor and 
ndustry, by inevitable economic 
's, must be added to price and be 
ted to the consumer. Therefore 
ixes on labor products are paid by 
ou and me as consumers. Of 
uurse, since you get the tax bill 
ind pay taxes on your personally 
owner improvements and tangible 
ersonal property you know such 
bills are a deduction from your 
wages. We pay the taxes on busi- 
né hidden taxes. To escape 
them we must abolish them.” 

The speaker assailed the notion 
that the sales tax was in any way a 
school tax. This he declared was a 
jcheap publicity stunt to defend an 
undefendable tax. “We had schools 
or 80 years before the greatest tax- 

upidity of the age, the sales tax, 
was passed in 1933. By constitu- 
tional requirements the general 
fund, and all taxes that support 
hat fund, support our school re- 
quirements. In a name of a cause 
sacred to labor, our schools, the land 
monopolists seek, by the use of the 
vile sales tax, to shift school costs 
which in themselves maintain land 
values, off theii’ monopolized lands 
to the common people in order to 
make larger profits in their un- 
ocial land dealing.” 

Burden on Home Owner 

The second point obliterated by 
the speaker was that the proposed 
x reform will place an “unbear- 
ble burden on the little home own- 

renter, or farmer.” 

“So few people benefit by the 
present cheating and stealing tax 
ystem,” the speaker declared, “they 
have to fool the vast majority of 
voters in order to keep it on the 
backs of the people. How can not

They are in the highly congested 
downtown land areas, in industrial, 
water power sites, and natural re- 
source areas. And who owns them? 
Corporations, estates, investment 
companies and a few rich individ- 
uals, and certainly not the working 
people. A few own the hearts of the 
land value mellon and have left the 
people a bit of the rind,” the 
speaker decared. 
Can Land Tax Be Shifted? 

“Now the only question remain- 
ing is, can such a land value tax be 
shifted? 


“Here was the point few labor 
people seem to understand,” said 
Alper. “If such a tax could be shift- 


ed would the land value monopolist 
fight it as they do? If this tax 
could be shifted they would laugh 
it off. The fact is, and this worries 
them no little, is it can’t be. For 
over 150 years the economists have 
known and said that such a tax 
cannot be shifted in higher prices, 
higher rents, or higher costs 
home getting and home owning. 
The land monopolists just retain 
less of the land rent they 
propriate and pay more to govern- 
ment. It is this fact which causes 
the very vicious fight against this 


proposal, and it is this fact which 
points the way in the tax fight for 
working people, including working | 
farmers.

Following is the answer made by 
Dr. Frank Linder, minister, First 
Methodist church in Oakland: 

“In studying the romance of silk, 
we find that the Chinese developed 
silk culture about 4700 years ago 
and for 1800 years it was a trade 
= . ms secret and the death penalty was 
imposed upon any one who would 
be instrumental in allowing the 
secret to get out of China. Some- 
where about 350 A. B. some monks 
in leaving China carried some silk 
worms with them, secreted in their 
clothes and took them to Constan- 
tinople and from there the culture 
of silk spread to Persia, which was 
a large producing center for many 
years.

“The question is raised that here 
in California, we cannot compete 
with the cheap labor in the Orient 
where the standard of living is so 
much lower than ours is. This same 
principle is also true of other prod- 
ucts, so it might be said that we 
could not produce many other 
things that come in contact with 
cheap, foreign labor. 

U. S. Big Users 

“This has been met in three ways, 
to aid production, so it will 
profitable: (1) Improved methods, 
(2) Protective tariff and (3) Ap- 
pealing to the American patriotism 
for the benefit of the American la- 
bor that is involved, In a pair of 
high grade silk stockings the value 
of the raw silk used amounts to 
about 15c and if the cost of the raw 
product was doubled, it would only 
increase the price 15c more. Seven- 
ty-five per cent of the raw silk of 
commerce is used in the United 
States. 

“When the Virginia colony was 
first formed it was intended to 
have it as a silk producing center 
and one of the requirements of the 
original grant, was that a large 
number of mulberry trees be plant- 
ed so as to produce food for the silk 
worms. As the first efforts of the 
colony were not successful, the 
matter of silk culture was dropped. 

“For about 20 years experiments 
have been conducted in California 
in connection with silk culture and 
it has been demonstrated that the 


the industry. Much attention has 
been given to banish the diseases 
of the silk worm, and this has met 
with a high degree of success. Also 
mechanical devices have been per- 
fected to reduce production costs, 
so it is now an established fact that 
raw silk can be produced here and
